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Judaism, the Spirit of 
Antichrist and the 
Unpardonable Sin

The epistle of Paul to the Hebrews is 
designed to refute the heresy of Judaism, 
and to preserve the Hebrew body from 
total apostasy. Three great subjects come 
to the light in the apostolic exposition: 
Judaism, the spirit of antichrist, and the 
unpardonable sin. These three have an 
intimate relation. 


Judaism taught that Christ was not 
that true Messiah the prophets of old had 
so long looked for; that He was a mere 
impostor, a deceiver, and a cheat who 
stepped in between them and the real 
Messiah that is to come; that His incar- 
nation was a false idea, and that His res- 
urrection was a sham. Moreover, it holds

that in the Godhead there is only one 
personality. 

Judaism does not teach that God shall 
never be manifest in human flesh, but 
that Jesus is not that manifestation. 
Hence, Judaism is that spirit of anti- 
christ which says that Jesus is not come 
in the flesh, or rather in a human body. 
It was that heresy that did impute the 
miraculous works of the Holy Ghost as 
revealed in the mysteries of godliness to 
the works of the devil. The spirit of Ju- 
daism, therefore, took on the nature of 
the unpardonable sin. The nature of Ju- 
daism is identical with the sin of those 
who said, “He cast out devils by Beelze- 
bub the prince of devils.” He was casting 
out devils by the power of the Holy 
Ghost, so they deliberately attributed the 
works of the Spirit to the works of the 
devil. It was then that Jesus warned 
them against the unpardonable sin. 

Certain Judaizers were seducing the 
Hebrew body to cast aside as worthless 
their profession of Christ; to renounce 
Him as false, a deceiver, and a fake, and 
to return to Judaism. To do this wilful- 
ly and intelligently, after being enlight- 
ened by the true gospel, after tasting of 
the heavenly gift in actual experience, 
after being made partakers of the Holy 
Ghost in regenerating power, they would 
intelligently, wilfully and deliberately 
ascribe the works of the Spirit, which 
they have actually felt in their hearts, 
to the works of Satan; and by so doing 
they crucify to themselves the Son of 
God afresh and put Him to an open 
shame. Such a contemptible spirit would 
take on the nature of the unpardonable 
sin. Hence the apostolic warning in chap- 
ter 6:1-6. 


One may fall away without wilfully 
saying the experience he had with God 
was false, a lie, and a work of the devil. 
Such falling away would not take on the 
nature of the unpardonable sin. The dif- 
ference in the falling away of the He- 
brews, chapter 6, and our common back- 
sliders is that the Hebrews not only fell 
away from the grace of God, but after 
falling away they would identify them- 
selves with Judaism, saying, “The experi- 
ence I have claimed with Christ was 
false. I was deceived by Satan. Christ is 
not what He claims to be. His resurrec- 
tion was a sham, and the claims of His 
priesthood perished with His crucifix- 
ion.” You see they not only apostatized 
from the truth, but they wilfully impute 
the works of God to the works of the 
devil. Hence, they crucify to themselves 
the Son of God afresh, and put Him to 
an open shame. 


Judaism, the spirit of antichrist, and 
the unpardonable sin are identical in 
nature. When antichrist comes he will 
claim to be the one and only God. 2 
Thess. 2:4. He will be a ruler exactly 
like Judaism depicts. The Jews will, 


therefore, receive him as their long-ex- 
pected Messiah. Jesus taught this when 
He said, “I am come in my Father’s 
name, and ye (the Jews) receive me not: 
if another (antichrist) shall come in his 
own name, him ye will receive,” John 
5:43. 

The trinity of the Godhead is that 
great stumblingstone to the Jews. They 
stumbled over the personality of Mes- 
siah in distinction from the Father. They 
said: ‘We know that God spake unto 
Moses: as for this fellow, we know not 
from whence he is.” The Jews believe in 
the one personality of God, and when 
antichrist comes he will claim to be this 
one and only God; will along with Ju- 
daism say that Christ was an impostor 
and a deceiver. “His heart will be against 
the holy covenant,” that is, against the 
New Testament. Daniel 11. 

In process of time he will impose upon 
the world his religion. And that religi- 
ous policy will be this: “That I, (the 
antichrist) am the one and only God; 
that Christ was a false Christ, and a de- 
ceiver; that all nations must worship me 
as the only God; that no one may buy 
or sell unless he renounce all other gods 
but me; that all men must have an iden- 
tification mark or number showing that 
they have renounced all other gods but 
me; that no one buy or sell without this 
number, or mark.” Revelation 13. 

Hence, to conform to the religion of 
antichrist is to impute the works of God 
as seen and felt in Christ to the works 
of the devil. In taking the mark of the 
beast one must say in reality, “That 
Christ was a false prophet; that I re- 
nounce Him and the New Testament as 
a deception, and accept antichrist as the 
one and only God.” By so doing he cru- 
cifies to himself the Son of God afresh 


and puts Him to an open shame.

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PRESIDENT Roosevelt’s speech delivered 
to Congress January 6 on the state of the 
nation was hailed by people everywhere as 
a masterpiece. It is possibly because he is the President of a 
united people, people who are united in a cause for right against 
wrong. In the President’s words, speaking of the enemy, he 
says, 

“They know that victory for 
us means victory for the institu- 
tion of democracy—the ideal of 
the family, the simple principles 
of common decency and hu- 
manity. 

“They know that victory for 
us means victory for religion. 
And they could not tolerate that. 
The world is too small to provide 
adequate ‘living room’ for both 
Hitler and God. In proof of that, 
the nazis have now announced 
their plan for enforcing _ their 
new German, pagan _ religion 
throughout the world—the plan 
by which the Holy Bible and the 
Cross of Mercy would be dis- 
placed by ‘Mein Kampf’ and the 
swastika and the naked sword.” 

Regardless of how religionists feel, both pacifists and non- 
pacifists, it must be admitted that the United States and Great 
Britain, with most of the other allies, are looking forward to a 
time that all countries and all the world will dwell together in 
democratic toleration and when all peoples will be free in their 
liberty of conscience respecting religion as well as other things; 
but another thing is noteworthy in the President’s speech: 
“We must be particularly vigilant against racial discrimina- 
tion in any of its ugly forms.” 

This is one of the things which show a spirit of Christianity, 
The announcement of the angel heralding the message of the 
birth of Christ was nondiscriminating, for he said, “Behold I 
bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall be to all peo- 
ple.” This did not mean for just the white people but for yel- 
low, red, and black, wherever they are. Paul carried on the 
same message in Acts 17:26 when, speaking of God, he said, 
“And hath made of one blood all nations of men for to dwell 
on all the face of the earth, and hath determined the times 
before appointed, and the bounds of their habitation.” 

We must remember that there are thousands of people in

Germany who do not subscribe to “Mein Kampf” nor the 
Hitleristic regime and that there are thousands of Japanese 
who have been saved, sanctified and filled with the Holy 
Ghost as have been their Chinese brethren across the Sea of 
Japan and the East China Sea. Those who have salvation can- 
not afford to become intolerant toward people because of 
their nationality or race. We are true patriots and we sub- 
scribe to the leadership of our President, thanking him and all 
of those in authority for the great consideration which he and 
all those in authority have shown toward specific religious 
organizations. In this atmosphere the minister should occupy 
the position of comforter and consoler to all of those who 
have been directly affected by this great conflict which has 


been thrust upon us. 


UNDER this caption there comes a United 
Press dispatch from Sea Island, Ga., Dec. 19, 
which reads: “Despite their expressed belief 
that ‘war is sin in its supreme manifestation,’ the Methodist 
Council of Bishops has avowed its loyal support to the Presi- 
dent and to the nation in the present emergency. 

“Bishop Ernest G. Richardson, of Philadelphia, was elected 
president of the council. Other officers include: Vice-presi- 
dent, Bishop Walter W. Peel, of Richmond, Va.; secretary, 
Bishop G. Bromley Oxnan, of Boston. 

“Bishop Adna W. Leonard, of Washington, and Bishop John 
C. Broomfield, of St. Louis, were named to the executive com- 
mittee.” Thus it is said that the Methodists avow their support 
to the nation and to the President. 
Such pledges as these are common 
over the nation. 

“Chicago, Dec. 19. — Chair- 
man Albert W. Palmer, of the 
Ministers’ No-War Committeg,- 
has authorized a statement, sent 
to 30,000 Protestant clergymen, 
urging the church to ‘stabilize 
and comfort people forced into

war. 

“The complete statement is as 
follows: ‘We appeal to pacifists 
and non-pacifists alike to exercise 
great patience, forbearance and 
restraint. In the present confu- 
sion of judgment we must main- 
tain Christian fellowship in the 
local church. Lift up ultimate 
Christian goals of just and or- 
dered peace. Avoid hysteria, per-

secution or denunciation. 

“*The hour calls for patience, humility, tolerance, spiritual 
poise, prayer, silence. Take time for further thought and con 
sultation. ‘Let the church be the church.’ It must not bless war, 
but it must stabilize and comfort people forced into war. Keep 
open all doors for deeper study and insight. Do not be emotion- 
ally swept away. God lives. His moral laws abide. The Prince 
of Peace is still our guide!’ ” 

Such messages as these, being directed to the heads of the 
various churches and relayed through their ministry, should 
certainly help the spiritual status of the people to whom it is 
given. These are indeed times of distress but it is time for a 
hand in hand walk with God for the Christian, for there is no 
comfort and consolation like that which comes from the great 
Divine Leader and that spiritual inspiration which He passes 
to us through His Word. The promise “I will never leave thee 
nor forsake thee,” can ever be claimed by those who trust in 
Him, and regardless of what may come it may all be dumped 
in with the “all things happen together for good to them that 
love God,” etc., Rom. 8:28.

“And he spake a parable unto them to 
this end, that men ought always to pray, 
and not to faint,” Luke 18:1. 

In the tenth verse of the same chapter 
He gives us the parable of the two men 
who went up into the temple to pray, 
so here in the eight- 
eenth chapter of Luke 
we have the only two 
parables spoken by our 
Lord that deal direct- 
ly with prayer. 

In the second para- 
ble He shows us the 
need of coming to 
God in a humble way, 
while in the first He 
is teaching the neces- 
sity of importunity in prayer. Thousands 
have read of the widow and how she con- 
tinued to come to the unjust judge until 
she obtained her request, but many have 
failed to follow her example and have 
fainted before the answer to their prayer 
was ever received. 





It is well to note that when one faints 
he is unconscious to what is going on 
around him. He is unable to minister to 
the needs of those who are suffering or 
in danger, and just as true are those who 
faint spiritually unable to help those who 
need help. They are unconscious to the 
need of the Church and fail to see lost 
souls as they stand on the brink of eter- 
nity without God and without hope in 
the world. They fail to hear the call of 
perishing millions in the foreign fields, 
and cannot see the whitened harvest fields 
in the homeland. The opportunity to be 
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a blessing in the Church as a worker in 
Sunday school or Y. P. E. or Ladies’ Will- 
ing Workers’ Band goes by them un- 
heeded because they have fainted. The 
cry of the orphans and the needy falls 
on unresponsive ears, and their own loved 
ones grow cold and indifferent. Yet those 
who have fainted fail to see and are too 
weak to help for it is the spiritual who 
are to restore those who are overtaken. 
Gal. 6:1. 


Webster gives one definition to “faint” 
as “to swoon or fail in strength and 
vigor; to be weak.” The wise man tells 
us in Prov. 24:10, “If thou faint in the 
day of adversity, thy strength is small.” 
We are commanded by Paul, “Be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might,” Eph. 6:10. And then he tells us 
how to be strong, by taking unto us the 
whole armor of God, praying always with 
all prayer and supplication in the Spirit. 
Jude tells us in Jude 20, “But ye, be- 
loved, building up yourselves on your 
most holy faith, praying in the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Surely this is a day of adversities and 
we as soldiers need the divine equipment 
that is provided. We need the strength 
to stand and we are told in Neh. 8:10 
that the joy of the Lord is our strength. 
If you have lost your strength, then you 
have fainted, and the only way to revive 
from a spiritual faint is to pray, and pray 
as David of old, ‘Restore unto me the 
joy of thy salvation,” Psa. 51:12. 

Many faint because of fear. Jesus said 
that one of the last-day signs would be 
men’s hearts failing them because of fear 
and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth. Luke 21:26. 
Yet from Gen. 15:1 to Rev. 1:17 we 
are told again and again to fear not, and 
Tohn tells us in John 4:18, “There is no 
fear in love; but perfect love casteth out 
fear: because fear hath torment. He that 
feareth is not made perfect in love.” It 
is impossible for us to pray as God would 
have us pray without a love in our hearts 
that will make us love our enemies and 
pray for them that despitefully use and 
curse us. 


The Church is needing prayer warriors 
as never before and when we pray we 
become active in the work of the Lord, 
because it is impossible for men to pray 
without working. Lazy men cannot pray. 
It requires the best there is in us to 
wrestle against principalities and powers 
of spiritual wickedness in high places. 
Tesus never called idle men to follow Him, 
but those who are busy; and the idle in 
the Church today are so because they 
refuse to wrestle with God in prayer and 
get the vision of lost souls and the suf- 
fering Savior and then unite their efforts 
with a militant Church to bring this war- 
fare to a close. 

While the weapons of our warfare are 


not carnal, they are mighty through God 
to the pulling down of strongholds and 
it is only through prayer that we are 
able to use the weapons of the Spirit. The 
calls for prayer today are from every 
angle—the homes, the church, and the 
school, both national and international; 
everything that is sacred is involved. In 
the home there is need of family altars 
and a greater reverence for God and His 
Word. Churches are inactive because of 
the lack of prayer. In many of our schools 
today the Bible is no longer read and 
prayers are not being offered. When we 
view the situation nationally and inter- 
nationally today, men of faith in God 
know that the great need of the hour is 
prayer. Nations have survived or fallen 
in the past because of prayer or a neglect 
of prayer. It was prayer that saved Israel 
as a nation from the treacherous plans of 
Haman and we are told that the great 
English revival saved the British govern- 
ment from a fall. 


We are told by Paul to pray for all 
that are in authority, in 1 Tim. 2:2. The 
leaders in our nation today need the 
prayers of every true child of God. The 
leaders of our Church and those who are 
in authority there need the prayers of the 
membership of the Church. Then James 
tells us, in James 5:16, “Pray one for 
another.” It is true that every pastor 
stands in need of the prayers of each 
member of his flock. 


In the early days of Methodism, a cir- 
cuit rider, who was not such a good 
preacher, would fill his monthly appoint- 
ment at one church and a sister would 
shout every time he preached. Finally one 
of the stewards asked her why she shout- 
ed every time the pastor preached when 
no one else seemed to get blessed. She 
replied, “I prayed for him for thirty days, 
that God will bless his message to my 
heart and do you think God would dis- 
appoint me after praying like that?” 

Tf you want a better church, pray; if 
you want better services, pray. In fact, 
“whatsoever thines ye desire when ye 
prav, believe that ye receive them and ye 
shall have them,” Mark 11:24.

BONITA SPRINGS, Fla. — Dear 
Brothers, Sisters and Readers of the 
Evangel, greetings. I am so glad I can 
report victory in my soul this morning. 
I praise the Lord for this good Holy 
Ghost salvation and for His good healing 
power. Bless His name. It is real. Halle- 
lujah! I feel His presence now. 


I have been in poor health for a long 
time. This year it looked as if I would 
have to leave this old world any time. I 
have an internal affliction. Dear ones, 
no one can ever realize what I have suf- 
fered but the dear Lord and He has been 
mindful and has not forsaken me. I could 
not endure this suffering without the 


help of the Lord. 


In September my body was swollen 
so badly that my right limb and one of 
my toes burst in two places. Somehow my 
limb got infected and I took erysipelas 
from my thigh into my toes.

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Wonderful Healing Power Demon- 
strated in Home 


GRANITE CITY, Ill.—I praise the 
Lord for His wonderful healing power 
which He has demonstrated in our home 
in the past year. 


Several years ago my wife and I were 
united with the Church of God at Law- 
renceville, Ill. Then in February, 1937, I 
got a chance for steady work and we 
came to Granite City where we now live. 
At the time we moved here there was no 
Church of God in this city so we at- 
tended Bethel Chapel, a Free Pentecost 
church here, of which Rev. Ralph Cook 
is the pastor. 

Last November I began to suffer a lot 
with my stomach. I had been bothered 
some before then but it had never been so 
severe. I had gone to one doctor and he 
said it was my appendix and he wanted 
to operate on me. However, I hadn’t felt 
satisfied and went to another doctor. 
After an examination this second doctor 
said it was a bad case of indigestion and 
a slight rupture. He gave me some medi- 
cine but it did me no good. Then last 
November it got so that every time I ate 
it caused me severe pain, and I began 
to lose weight. I went to another doctor 
and he pronounced it stomach ulcers. He 
gave me three different kinds of medi- 
cine and put me on a strict diet. At 
first it seemed the medicine helped me 
but I had to take it continually. If I 
missed a few doses the pain was as bad 
as ever and I was still losing weight. I 
continued taking this medicine until in 
February, when one night we noticed an 
ad in the paper of a patent medicine for 
stomach ulcers and I decided to try that. 
I discontinued the doctor’s medicine and 
sent for the other. Like the other, at first 
it seemed to help me and I felt some bet- 
ter. My weight had gone from 206 
pounds to 156 pounds since November, 
but after I began taking this I gained 
back a little. I took this until the first 
part of May, then when my supply ran 
out I decided I would quit taking any 
medicine for a while and see how I got 
along. For a little while I got along fairly 
well, but I had to stick to my diet. Just 
a few bites of solid food of any kind 
would cause me severe pain. About all I 
lived on was milk, Graham crackers and 
soup. I was so weak all the time that if 
my work had required hard labor I would 
have had to quit. 

On the night of August 9 I went to 
bed feeling as well as I usually did, but 


about ten-thirty o’clock I began to be 
in such terrible pain that I thought my 
time had surely come. At this time the 
Pentecost church was having a camp 
meeting. The campground was located 
about nine miles from town and I knew 
Brother Cook was there, but I thought 
another young preacher, Brother Arthur 
Thomas, in whom I had great confidence, 
Was staying in town. My wife got up and 
drove across town to the place where he 
had been staying to get him to come and 
pray for me, but when she got there the 
folks said he was out at the campground, 
She came back and wanted to go out 
there after him but it was so late and all 
the time she was gone I had been praying 
and had gotten a little relief. 


The next morning I still felt terrible, 
but we had planned on spending the day 
at the camp meeting so about ten o’clock 
we went out. After we had been in serv- 
ice for a little while someone brought 
a little boy in to be prayed for and I de- 
cided to go up and be prayed for too. 
Brother Thomas had had to leave earlier 
that morning and at the time I went up 
Brother Cook was not in the tent. 
Brother Perry, of around Miami, Fla., 
and two other ministers (I do not re- 
member their names) anointed me with 
oil and prayed for me. After I came back 
to my seat for a while I did not have a 
pain about me. Then just as we were 
in line to go to the dining room I felt 
terrible pains in my stomach like knives 
being drawn first one way and then the 
other. I didn’t rest very well that night 
and the next morning I could hardly drag 
myself out of bed. I didn’t have the sharp 
pains as before but my stomach was sore 
all over and I was very weak. We live up- 
stairs and as I started to work it seemed 
every step I went down I was going deep- 
er in water and the devil kept saying, 
“You had better go back and go to bed, 
you will never be able to make it today,” 
but I just looked up and said, “Lord, you 
are able to take me through and you 
promised never to leave or forsake us,” 
and I went on, and before the day was 
over I felt much better. My stomach was 
still sore but I kept holding on to God’s 
promise and after a few days I felt fine 
and have ever since. That has been near- 
ly three months ago and I now eat any- 
thing I want and as much of it as I 
want. I sleep well and have gained back 
up to nearly 200 pounds again. I do not 
know just what was wrong with me and 
do not guess I ever will, but praise the 
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Lord He knew and has taken care of it. 
I sometimes think it was a cancer, for 
often when the pains would be so severe 
it would feel like something eating in 
my stomach, but whatever it was God 
has completely healed me. 

He also healed my little boy last Jan- 
uary, of pneumonia. He became very 
sick in the night, on a Tuesday night, 
and on Wednesday we called the doctor, 
the one who was treating me at the time. 
It went on from Wednesday until Sun- 
day and the doctor came to see him sev- 
eral times and said he was getting all 
right but we couldn’t see a bit of im- 
provement. What little food we could 
persuade him to take wouldn’t stay on his 
stomach and part of the time he couldn’t 
even retain the medicine. He was burn- 
ing with fever and wanted water every 
few minutes day and night. Finally, 
about seven o’clock on Sunday evening I 
decided to get Brother Cook. He came 
down and prayed for him and promised 
to have prayer for him at service. After 
Brother Cook left my wife gave him a 
drink but he took only a couple of sips 
and lay down and went to sleep. About 
nine-thirty my wife’s sister and her hus- 
band came in after service to see how he 
was. When we turned the light on in the 
room he woke up and the fever was gone 
and he was sweating. After they left he 
took another little drink and went back 
to sleep and slept well all night. The 
next day he felt fine and ate three good 
meals. On Tuesday he got out of bed and 
was as well as he ever had been. We know 
it was the Lord’s divine touch for medi- 
cine doesn’t work like that. 

Recently we have found a Church of 
God here and are attending there now. 
Pray for the work here and pray for us 
that we might stay in the will of the 
Lord.—John Heath, 2123a Washington 
Ave.

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On Wednesday, October 15, 1941, we 
got on board the good ship Veragua. This 
unit of the Great White Fleet gracefully 
sailed out of port at four o’clock, in the 
evening. Soon the beloved symbol of Lib- 
erty was hidden by distance, and we 
turned our attention to the floating pal- 
ace, that was to be our home for a few 
days. 

We were informed that on Sunday, 
October 19, we would be required to 
arise earlier than usual to get ready to 
land. Because we were so anxious to see 
the first sight of mother earth, we arose 
at 2 a. m. We were dressed and com- 
pletely packed when the steward called 
us to arise. Out on the promenade deck, 
we soon saw land in the distance. The 
ship weighed anchor and waited for the 
land pilot to come on board. This caused 
us to think of our land pilot—Jesus, the 
Savior of mankind. At nine o’clock (ex- 
actly on schedule), we anchored at Port 
Royal to wait for the Jamaican inspec- 
tors to investigate our right to get off 
the ship. The passengers filed in line to 
receive the final stamp giving us permis- 
sion to enter Jamaica. 

The final short lap of our journey was 
ended as the ship eased into the Kings- 
ton harbor. From the deck, we spied 
Brother Camp with a big smile. We ex- 
changed waved greetings. In a short 
time, we were permitted to go down the 
long gangplank to feel solid earth be- 
neath us. 

The whole trip was lovely. Brother 
Pearson showed his nautical instinct and 
enjoyed every moment. I, however, con- 
tracted a case of seasickness and was glad 
to be where I felt right side up again. 

After our baggage had been inspected 
and tagged and our kodak repossessed, 
we were led by Brother Camp to the 
headquarters’ car, a 1930 Chevrolet. He 
took us to our new home—the overseer’s 
parsonage. Here we were greeted and 
welcomed by Sister Camp and children. 
We were glad to see them again and re- 
new the friendship created when Brother 
Camp was our overseer in the states of 
Washington and Oregon. 

Perhaps you would be interested to 
know that we have a nice home. It is 
modern and affords us all with ample 
room for convenience. The lower panes 
of the windows are frosted. Not many 
curtains are used here. ‘The transoms 
above every door and window are made 
of open lattice to permit the air to circu-

late freely through the home. The bath- 
room is much the same as ours at home, 
but we were informed that we would 
have to get used to making our toilet 
with cold water. The bathrooms are not 
equipped with hot water. This is not as 
unpleasant as it sounds—the water is al- 
ways tepid. (Ice is at a reasonable price 
so we have iced water for drinking.) 
We have a nice veranda from which one 
may enjoy the beautiful flowers and

trees in the yard. In our back yard, ba- 
nana, coconut, breadfruit, orange, and 
other trees are growing. 

The next evening after our arrival, a 
public meeting was held to welcome us. 
Several ministers and friends gave flow- 
ery addresses. The program consisted of 
songs and recitations. When we entered 
the church, every one arose to his feet. 
Through all this pomp, we were made to 
feel welcome and more than ever the dis- 
tinguished ambassadors of the Great 
King. 

Jamaica, the third in size of the num- 
erous islands comprising the West In- 
dies, was discovered by Columbus in 
1494. It was ceded to Britain in 1655. 
Its area is 4,450 square miles. The wid- 
est part is 144 miles, the narrowest part 
is 49 miles. 

Motoring through the streets to the 
business section is quite nerve-racking, 
at first. The natives saunter down the 
middle of the road, not just by twos or 





threes, but hundreds, especially on Sat- 
urdays. It surely takes wisdom to wind 
in and out of the human traffic and 
dodge the donkeys, goats, mules and 
carts. Adults go barefooted; men go 
shirtless and small children often aren’t 
bothered with clothes of any kind. 


The Jamaican citizens are of the col- 
ored race. They speak English, although 
we find it very difficult to interpret 
much of their lingo. They speak quickly 
and low.The saints, however, have cul- 
tivated a more intelligent manner of ex- 
pressing themselves. There are, of course, 
many who are well educated and speak 


somewhat as we do except the broad 
English accent. 
The modes of travel are various. 


Women, attired in bright clothing and 
red headgears, walk to and from town 
carrying heavy baskets of foods on their 
heads. On one occasion, I became inter- 
ested in watching a small woman carry 
lumber on her head with her arms full 
also. Small pre-teen girls carry five-gal- 
lon cans of water down steep hills, rare- 
ly spilling a drop. Some travelers are 
privileged to have small donkeys or bur- 
ros. Sometimes these are equipped with 
large sidesaddle baskets which are loaded 
to the brim. The animals are led or more 
generally pulled as the majority of them 
seem to be stubborn. At times, the na- 
tives ride their donkeys. Not much dif- 
ference in size can be noticed between 
man and beast. This fact is overlooked, 
however, if the rider’s feet barely miss 
the ground when he holds them up a lit- 
tle. The next step in travel is a small 
two-wheeled cart, hitched to a burro 
and a donkey, just one donkey, or a 
horse, a donkey and a mule, all three 
hitched together. Quite unlike the move- 
ments of the natives in general, these 
animals are switched into a constant trot 
from the market to the country home. 
There are a few horses and buggies and 
of course the better situated have auto- 
mobiles. All drive on the “wrong” side 
of the road according to our custom of 
driving. The native produce is brought 
to large markets to be sold. These mar- 
kets consist of spots where the salesman 
may sit and display his wares, calling to 
passers-by to come and purchase. It 
sounds rather like several auctions all at 
once. The produce that is not sold is put 
into carts, pushed by the natives them- 
selves through the streets. Street venders 
call out their wares from the streets. If 
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anyone desires to buy, he runs out and 
calls for them to stop. 

The carts must all be licensed by name. 
The names are amusing. Some of them 
are Baby Mine, Mae West, Uncle Sam, 
Lady Love, Star of the East, In God I 
Trust, God Help Dem Who Help Dem- 
self, Weary Wanderer, and others. These 
wobbly-wheeled vehicles are equipped 
with lights for night travel,—carbide, 
candles or lanterns. 

The streets are dark at night, caused 
by scarcity of street lights. On moonlit 
nights, the street lights are not turned 
on at all. This condition assists the 
thieves, of whom there are many. 

One dark night, while waiting for 
the bus to come home from church, I was 
startled by a man coming up behind me. 
He quickly relieved me of the articles in 
my pocket and snatched at my purse. I 
had been advised to watch my belong- 
ings, therefore, I had my purse held se- 
curely. I uttered a startled cry, the thief 
ran, dropping the articles on the ground. 
These little happenings and more serious 
ones are caused by the extremé poverty 
of the people of the lower class. People 
are beaten and often killed for a mere 
shilling. Hunger causes many acts of des- 
peration, but most of the thieves choose 
stealing for a profession, working both in 
the darkness and the daylight. What a 
need for the gospel of Jesus the Light 
of the World! 

Those who are blessed with work of 
any kind are not worried over the possi- 
bility of getting rich. Women pound rock 
for graveling the roads. They receive, on 
the average, about six pence a day— 
twelve cents in our money. Women who 
do sewing receive about two shillings a 
day. Servants work for three to ten shill- 
ings a week. 

We use English coins here. A penny is 
worth two of our pennies; a tro-pence is 
worth about five cents; a shilling, about 
twenty cents; a pound paper bill is worth 
about $4.80, in our money. One learns 
the value of the new coins after he has 
been spotted as a stranger and has been 
shortchanged a few times. One always 
pays for ignorance. 

The food that has to be shipped into 
the island is about three times as high 
as it is in the States and it seems to be 
going higher. The native foods are rather 
reasonable. We purchased fifty nice ripe 
bananas for ten cents; oranges and grape- 
fruit are cheaper than at home. 

Jamaica raises sugar, bananas, coco- 
nuts, cocoa, coffee, pimento, ginger, to- 
bacco, limes, oranges, tangerines, grape- 
fruits, pineapples, mangoes, naseberries, 
guavas, sweetsops, and other fruits un- 
common in the States. The hemp plant 
grows here also. The land ranges from 
sea level to the mountainous country. 
Blue Mountain Peak is the highest—7,- 
388 feet. The coffee grown on this peak 
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is world famous, The temperature ranges 
from 76 degrees to 90 degrees. Right now 
we are having winter and the average 
temperature is about 82 degrees. The 
nights are always cool. 


The menu for our meals differs widely 
from that in America. A bread substi- 
tute called breadfruit is used. This grows 
on tall trees and resembles a small water- 
melon on the outside. It is peeled, sec- 
tioned and boiled or baked. The meat has 
a texture something like a potato. Rice 
and peas are served. The peas resemble 
small brown beans grown in the States. 
Different kinds of yams are served, also 
boiled green bananas, bitter sousumbers 
and salt fish. They concoct special 
drinks such as soda pop, cream, and coco- 
nut water, mixed together. They mix 
grapefruit with canned milk, for break- 
fast. Achaees and chowchows are com- 
mon vegetables. Achaees grow on trees. 
They resemble red peppers when ripe. 
However, they are very much unlike a 
pepper. They are poisonous until they 
voluntarily open into three sections re- 
vealing sections of meat resembling 
scrambled eggs. Chowchows are __ peeled 
and boiled. They look something like 
boiled cabbage. It is difficult to explain 
these new foods and just as difficult to 
make one’s self relish them all. When- 
ever a new food is served, it usually 
causes the question, “What is this?” We 
carefully taste just a little at first. Then 
we are encouraged to eat it all because 
“it is good for your blood.” In spite of 
the fact that “my blood needs all of this 
kind of nourishment,” I find it impos- 
sible, at times, to be bothered with en- 
during it. I wouldn’t want you to be im- 
pressed that we are deprived of any of 
the food to which we have been used to 
eating. Turnips, carrots, potatoes, pump- 
kins, tomatoes, lettuce, cabbage an d 
sweet potatoes are grown here, but the 
natives don’t use them so freely. It is a 
common sight to see adults and children 
eating on a long stick of raw sugar cane. 
Not much seasoning is used in the cook- 
ing—sugar is used too frequently. 

There is a good number of cattle on the 
Island. Burma cows with large humps on 
their backs are common. There are few 
sheep but goats are plentiful. Most peas- 
ants keep them to help supply meat and 
milk for consumption. Animals are al- 
lowed to stray even in the main streets 
and are often tied in front of a store, 
waiting for a master. 

Birds are decreasing in numbers so that 
now it is illegal to kill almost any kind 
of a bird. There are nightingales, hum- 
ming birds, woodpeckers, blackbirds, par- 
rots and the wild canary. The scavenger 
bird is called “john crow.” Domestic birds 
are chickens, ducks and turkeys. 

A pleasing fact about the Island is that 
there are no harmful snakes. Leaping liz- 
zards are very numerous, but are not 


dangerous. In fact, they are helpful in 
keeping down the insects. Ants and mos- 
quitoes are annoying to humans all the 
year round, especially the anopheles mos- 
quito, which is the carrier of the ma- 
laria fever germ.

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Question: In 1 Cor. 15:31 Paul says, 
“I die daily.” Did he mean by this state- 
ment that death was preying upon his 
body, or that he was dying to the things 
of the world? In Gal. 6:14 he says, “The 
world is crucified unto me and I unto 
the world.”—W. D. W. 


Answer: This question is a good one 
and is worthy of consideration. The two 
scriptures referred to would seem at first 
glance to mean the same thing but they 
do not because their setting is different. 
The last scripture, Gal. 6:14, has direct 
reference to being dead in a spiritual 
sense to the things which the world has 
to offer, but the scripture in 1 Cor. 15:31 
does not. 

To begin with, let us notice that the 
fifteenth chapter of First Corinthians is 
the resurrection chapter. Paul declares in 
the very beginning of this chapter that 
the gospel which he preached was based 
on the resurrection. The new church was 
constantly threatened with the doctrine 
of Sadduceeism which was a doctrine 
against the resurrection and even though 
all of those who adhere to the Christian 
faith must believe that Christ rose from 
the dead, this Sadduceeism questioned 
whether there would be further resurrec- 
tions. Paul undertakes to tell the Corinth- 
ians that if there is no resurrection, then 
Christ is not risen; then if Christ is not 
risen, why are ye baptized for the dead, 
or one who died and did not rise? Again, 
according to verse twenty-nine, “Else 
what shall they do which are baptized 
for the dead, if the dead rise not at all? 
why are they then baptized for the dead?” 
And note the thirtieth verse, “And why 
stand we in jeopardy every hour?” The 
Syriac says, ““And why also do we stand 
every hour in peril?” There certainly 
would be no incentive for people to suf- 
fer the persecutions that the early saints 
suffered had there been no resurrection, 
for Paul states in the thirty-second verse, 
“If after the manner of men I have 
foucht with beasts at Ephesus, what ad- 
vantageth it me, if the dead rise not? let 
us eat and drink; for to morrow we die.” 
And for a literal interpretation let us put 
it this way, “Why hold on to God and 
be thrown to the wild beasts at Ephesus

by the mad pagans, if there is no resur- 
rection? We might as well eat and drink 
and be merry for tomorrow we die. And 
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if there is no resurrection, this will be 
the end of it all.” But in the thirty-first 
verse, which is the verse in question, Paul 
says, “I protest by your rejoicing which 
I have in Christ Jesus our Lord, I die 
daily.” Literally, “I also share the exulta- 
tion and glory that you do, but I protest 
that it is for this life only, because I 
die daily. I am daily dying, and if there 
is no resurrection, this will be the end 
for us.” 

There can be no connection found in 
the fifteenth chapter of First Corinth- 
ians which shows this death spoken of to 
be other than a bodily death. 

Question: Will you please explain Matt. 
6:1-14? When do you consider a person 
is sounding a trumpet before him in 
giving?—H. V. C. 

Answer: There are three particular 
things which the Lord in the Sermon on 
the Mount and in chapter six of St. Mat- 
thew warns His followers against and 
uses the hypocrites as an illustration: 
1. “Take heed that ye do not your alms 
before men, to be seen of them.” 2. “And 
when thou prayest, thou shalt not be as 
the hypocrites are: for they love to pray 
standing in the synagogues and in the 
corners of the streets, that they may be 
seen of men.” 3. “Moreover when ye fast, 
be not, as the hypocrites, of a sad coun- 
tenance: for they disfigure their faces, 
they may appear unto men to fast.” 

These scriptures do not teach that it 
is wrong to give in public, to pray in 
public, or to let others know that you 
fast; but it deals with the motive which 
is back of the giving, the prayer, and the 
fasting. If we give as unto the Lord, and 
pray as unto the Lord, and fast as unto 
the Lord, God will certainly reward us 
for each of these modes of devotion; but 
if we, on the other hand, do not live for 
God and are trying to cover up a crooked 
life by making donations, praying in 
public, and continually publicize our 
fasting, doing all these things to increase 
our popularity and build our reputation 
among men, then, according to the Word 
of God, all of the reward that shall be 
given will be given by men. It all depends 
on the purpose. The motive of every true 
Christian in giving, in prayer, and fast- 
ing, should be strictly the furtherance of 
the cause of Christ and true devotion to 
Him and His cause. 

Question: Please explain to us the pearl 
of great price in Matt. 13:45, 46. Some 
preachers teach that it is Jesus, others 
that it is the Holy Ghost, and some that 
it is the Church.—J. B. H. 


Answer: It is hardly to be believed 
that the pearl of great price should be 
specifically applied to any experience 
which would make it sectional in the plan 
of salvation. In giving an explanation on 


this particular passage, Matthew Henry 
says, “The gospel is the field in which 
this treasure is hid: it is hid in the word 
of the gospel, both the Old Testament 
and the New Testament gospel. In gos- 
pel ordinances it is hid as the milk in the 
breast, the marrow in the bone, the man- 
na in the dew, the water in the well (Isa. 
12:3), the honey in the honeycomb, It 
is hid, not in a garden enclosed, or spring 
shut up, but in a field, an open field; 
whosoever will, let him come, and search 
the scriptures; let him dig in this field,” 
Prov. 2:4. And whatsoever royal minds 
we find, they are all our own, if we take 
the right course. The treasure can apply 
to the full plan of salvation as against 
the philosophy of Socrates, Plato, and 
Aristotle, or other philosophies of the age.

Little Girl Healed 


LAKE CITY, Fla.—On Friday after- 
noon, around five o’clock, our precious 
little girl Bernice was swinging. She de- 
cided to jump out of the low swing about 
two and a half feet from the ground. 
When she did her shoe heel caught and 
she fell. The result was a compound frac- 
ture in the wrist, a very severe lick on the 
head, one bone went into the dirt about 
an inch and a half, wrist pulled out of 
socket and leaders went back up her arm, 
carrying grass and dirt. We called Dr. 
Arnold who came and took her to the 
hospital and within thirty minutes she 
was on the operating table. They slit a 
place inside of her arm about four inches 
and cleaned her arm out good and put 
bandage and splint on. 

Saturday night wife and I sat up until 
bed time. Brother Jernigan, our state 
overseer, came for his first visit and he 
and family visited her in the hospital and 
prayed for her. 

The doctor X-rayed her hand Sunday 
morning and found only two tiny bub- 
bles, but she complained terribly all day 
about the bandage being too tight. When 
Dr. Arnold came back in the afternoon 
he discovered gas gangrene had set up. 
The whole staff of nurses gathered in her 
room and in the hall. Soon they took her 
to the operating room. (We had people at 
churches praying to God in her behalf, 
for which we are grateful and can never 
forget.) He operated this time, taking out 
all the rotten flesh, cutting six irrigating 
holes, and running tubes through each 
of them to irrigate her arm. I must tell 
you she did not cry, nor hasn’t cried up 
to this period. 

Around 8:30 or 9:00 o’clock Monday 
came our greatest test of our life. Three 
doctors gave her up to die. She was so 
near gone and we knew it and we were 
so helpless. The doctors said she had but 
one slim chance to live and that was to 
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remove the arm. This was not much en- 
couragement to us, as you can imagine, 
but we found ourselves saying, “Yes, if 
there’s a chance for life, remove it.” By 
this time you could smell the odor out 
in the lobby. Once you smell this gas 
gangrene you would know it any place in 
the dark. Brother Willis talked to her 
about the Lord before they amputated 
and she told him she felt the Lord was 
with her. This was a crisis in our lives. 
We were so crushed, walking the floor, 
with tears flowing, but we talked with 
the Lord and put our faith in our Captain 
who had never failed us. Brother Willis 
and wife saw her arm. It was blistered, 
burst open, rotten, swollen terribly, and 
as black as ink; near the shoulder joint 
was blue and purple. She slept two hours 
over her time to wake. Dr. Arnold said, 
“I’ve done all I knew to do now and I'll 
keep on doing, but I told my wife I never 
have had anything to upset me any worse 
than this in my life. I did hate to remove 
that arm. I guess this happens to us some- 
times because we conquer many large 
things and then a broken limb baffles us. 
Our only help now must come from 
above.” I told him I appreciated his 
frankness. He said, “I would want to be 
told for I have two small children.” He 
broke down and with tears in his eyes he 
walked away. 

Well, I can’t write all about it for it 
would almost fill the Evangel. The people 
were so nice to us, sent bouquets, cards, 
lovely gifts and money. We know God is 
still on our side and we thank Him be- 
cause Bernice is at home, able to direct 
the choir once in a while and witness for 
her Savior. We appreciate the good offer- 
ing from the Lakeland district where I 
was former district pastor for two years, 
also from Linden church, and the church 
here gave me a liberal offering, all a sur- 
prise to me, but, brothers, I know these 
folks believe in helping you carry your 
burden here in Florida as well as other 
places, and we are very grateful. 

God is blessing wonderfully. Souls are 
getting saved and filled with the Holy 
Ghost according to Acts 2:4. There is an 
increase in Sunday school and every de- 
partment of the work, for which we give 
God the praise. All who read this pray 
for us.—Humbly, C. M. Phillips.
